Lahkdo, Tex., Sept. 2. — liiforination 
regardiii;^ the fearful st(-rm of Friday 
raging from Corpus Christi, Tex.. .uii\ 
across the border several hundred miles 
into Mexico, is very meager. Scarcely 
anything definite can be learned, as the 
railroad olilcials .trfl very retiofat. 
Enough is known, however, to state 
that the storm is tiie worst in the his- 
tory of northern Mex ico. 

FirHt reports were to the- effect that 
the telegraph wires and railway track 
would be in working condition on Sat- 
urday, but iidvices uow indicate that 
wires to the City of Mexico over tlie 
Mexican National railway will not l>e 
serviceaUe uutil tomorrow, and nuofll- 
cial ioaroes would indicate the aban- 
donment of through trains until the 
latter part of the week. 

Five miles of Mexican National tele- 
graph wires are down with numerous 
bridoea washed awar. In many places 
the Mexican National roadbed is washed 
out for several hundred yards. At one 

ednt 800 yards of the traok was washed 
to a amall river and twisted into all 
sorta of ahapes. 

It is reported tliat one passenger 
traiu is stranded near Saloiue iicteio, u 
small mining camp about a liundred 
miles from L.iredo, the embaiikmefit 
being washed out at tlic head aud the 
rear en<l ol the tram. 'I'liera are no 
reports of lond of iife or hoiues.

BuFFAiX), Sept. 2.— The Academy oi 
Music, the oldest playhouse in the dty, 
burned at t o'doek Sunday morning. 

The fire is supposed to have started 
under the stairway and smouldered for 
aonM time before tiie fire was discov- 
ered. A stili alarm was sent in at IStO, 
but the chemicid men found tho suiokd 
too dense to locate the fire and a Urn 
box was pulled. The tin'inen brokj 
their way into the ground floor and 
groped about for half an hoar to find 
the seat ol the fire, playing sevi^ral 
otreams nieaiiwlulo with no avail. 

About 2 o'clock the flames burst forth 
iu the (.'onisiock store and the progress 
of the tire Iroiu this time was rapid. It' 
a few minutes it had leaped through 
the fiooi Ol' ti; stage, mounted the flies 
uud eiivelopca the ncenerv. Tho fire 
ate Its way through the roof at the reai; 
but did not adTanoa to the front of the 
house. 

The liquor store of P. C. Mi Hit and 
the ottices above, which faced on Maiu 
street, were not damaged except by 
smoke and water. The Comstock store 
on the other side of the Main street en- 
trauce, however, waa praottcally gutted 
and the lose in fOTB iHU bO mKWJ, 
about 140,000. 

The two small stores of the William 
Vaughn ft Company and Jacob Fried, 
ou the Waahingtoe atrset ddo, wers 
gutted. 

The loss to the theater building is 
perhaps $75,000. The loss of the con- 
tents is moi-e lamentable, if not as 
costly, for the Academy stage was a 
atorohouse of dramatic history for the 
past 40 years. Several theatrical people 
lose wardrobes, properties and scenery 
that had been atored there. The Acad- 
emy was erected in 1858 by Henry T. 
Meeoh, who died in 1870, sines when it 
has been managed continuously by his 
sons, John H. aud Henry L. Meeoh. 

The theater waa originally known as 
the Metropolitan, but the sous changed 
its name to the Academy of Music. 
They also remodeled the house in ISS'i. 
They were owners of the property until 
a year ago, when basiness reverses 
compelled them to sell it uuder fom- 
olosore proiteodings.

New York, Sept. 2.- Reports of tho 
outrages upon missionaries in China 
have come from members of the Amer- 
ican Baptist missionary union to tho 
Baptist Misv-idiiMry Magazine, which 
show that tlie uprisinirs were more gen- 
eral than h;id tiecp. told beforiv lu the 
last week of May and the first of June 
all the live missionary stations in west- 
ern China were looted by mobs, and 146 
missionaries— men, women and chil- 
dren—were driven away, escaping only 
with their lives. In the province of 
Sze ( 'liuaii, the largest in the empire, 
there were many small stations scat- 
tered over the valley of the upper 
Yangtz river. Moot of the aiiiienariea 
had gone to the field in the last five 
years. 

While the authorities seem to have 
tried, iu some instances, to protect the 
missions tho only thing 'hey were able 
to render wa.s to help them to escape. 
Tho missionane.-s fli^l hundreds of luiles 
dowu the river, traveling ou rafts aud 
iu houseboats, hardly carrying .so much 
as a change (jf clothing, aud reaching 
places of safety only after two weeks of 
hardship.
